ILLINOIS MARSHALSHIP. 
WAR DECLARED. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Wasurtneton, D. C., March 14.—Senator Ogies- 
by and Representative Aldrich have crossed swords 
over the United States Marshalship for the Nortb- 
ern District of Illinois. The issue is squarely 
made, and, whatever the result, it is to be feared 
that there may be a permanent breach between the 
new Chicago Representative and the only Repub- 
lican Senator from Illinois. The crisis of the con- 
test was reached yesterday in the private office of 
President Hayes. It was during the hour when 


Senators and Representatives are admitted. A 


number of both were in the room. Senator Ogles- 
by and Representative Aldrich both chanced to be 
there without prearrangement and ignorant of each 
others presence and intentions. Oglesby appeared 
to present the name of his candidate for the United 
States Marshalship. It was neither Stillwell nor 


Lyman Bridges, but it was 
JESSE HILDROP. 
Oglesby presented his name as a man eminently 
fitted for the position, a lawyer of ability, a mem- 
ber of the Illinois Constitutional Convention and of 
the Legislature. The President, tarning to Ald- 
rich, whom he saw, asked him to step forward 
and state whether he indorsed Hildrup, and what 
his opinion of him was. Aldrich replied that he 
knew nothing of Hildrup; that be and two other 
Representatives—Henderson and Hayes—had ex- 
pressed their opinions over their own signatures as 
to the merits of another candidate—-Elmer Wash- 
burn. Aldrich said that be knew little of Wash- 
burn personally, but he was satisfied, from what 
he had heard from his constituents, from the na- 
tional reputation which Washburn had as a public 
officer, from the he had from Secre- 
tary Bristow. Joseph and others who knew 
of hie public service, which were filed at the De- 
partment of Justice, that Washburn was 
EMINENTLY QUALIFIED 
for the position, and, if a change is to be 
made, fulfilled the requirements of a sound 
Civil-Service policy. Aldrich said that 
he could not, under any circumstances, 
indorse Hildrup, who, he understood, had no special 
fitness by experience for the place, and whose ap- 
pointment was sought mainly as a reward for po- 
litical service. The conversation was very courte- 
ous, but Aldrich very firmly and resolutely pressed 
the claims of Washburn. Senator Oglesby seemed 
surprised under the circumstances at the opposi- 
tion, and appeared not to have thought that 
Aldrich, in the, presence of the President, would 
take such positive ground 
AGAINST A SENATOR. 

Aldrich urged as an additional reason for Wah- 
burn's appointment the fact that Chicago was a 
— considerable fraction of the Northern District 
of Illinois, and that for twenty or twenty-five 
years no resident of Chicago had ever been ap- 
pointed to the Marshalship. Senator Oglesby 
answered this by making the claim that Chicago 
had all the other Federal appointments, to which 
statement Aldrich is understood to have replied 
that the United States District Attorneyship was 
held by a man from Lacon, the Marshalship by a 
man from Galena. and the Sub-Treasury by a man 
from Aurora. Senator Oglesby is represented 
as having said that, notwithetanding the 
asserted claims of Chicago, and the indorsement 
of Washburn's application by Aldrich, Hender- 
son, and Hayes, he thought that the designation 
of the Marshal propery belonged to the Senator, 
and he should be compelled to make a stand upon 
what he considered to be 

THE TRADITIONAL SENATORIAL PREROGATIVE.

THE DISPUTED STATES. 
THE NEW-ELECTION PROJECT. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasurnetox, D. C., March 14.—The plan for a 
new election in Louisiana meets with no favor on 
the part of either the Republicans or Demo- 
crais from that State now here. Kellogg is averse 
to it, as it would compel him to make another 
Senatorialcontest. Other Republicans are opposed 
to it for many reasons, the chief one being that 
there is no law for it. The only serious advocates 
of a new election appear to be some of the Repub- 
licans in South Carolina. 

The President stated to a friend this afternoon 
that he had not even entertained the plan for a new 
election, although he had neard everything that 
had been advanced in favor of it. The inference 
from thefPresident's conversation was, that a new 
election, instead of allaying public passion and 
settling the disturbed questions, would tend rather 
to continue the present agitation. The Louisiana 
people are especially opposed to it, as they say the 
election would occur in the midst of the planting 
season, and would practically destroy another 
business year. The President said that he had 
no power in the matter; that Congress had no ju- 
risdiction over it; and that he did not see that he 
could give the scheme indorsement, except it 
should be cordially agreed upon by both parties in 
the two States. This is not and cannqt be the case. 

' WHAT MAY BE EXP ö. P 

Gov.Penn and other prominent Louisianians here 


expect that after the adjournment of the executive 
session of the Senate the President will order the 
troops withdrawn from the State-House without 


several members of the Cabinet, there will be no 
dissenting voice to sucha policy. The theory of 
the Conservatives is that upon the withdrawal of 
the troops the adherents of Packard will imme- 
diately abandon him, and that the entire Packard 
State Government will disappear; that the legally- 
elected members of both the Packard and Nicholls 
Legislatures will then assemble and make a new 
Legislature, in the Senate of which there will be 
one Democratic majority, while in the House there 
will be atie.

H. Packard, New Or- 
lens Mr Dear Stk: I received and read with atten- 
tion your communications on the subject of the public 
affairs of Louisiana, and the subject has been carefully 
and anxiously considered by myself and others in its 
relation to the general poUcy of a Republican Adminis- 
tration towards it.

THE EAST. 
THE RUSSIAN alfuY. 

Lonpow, March 14.—The correspondent of the 
Times with the Turkish army telegraphs from 
Multscha as follows: 

In the higher Turkish circles it is believed all 
danger of war is at an end. On the other band, the 
news from Bessarabia is very warlike. In the 

rse of the last few days two Russian divisions 

e been pushed forward, one of infantry, the 
her of Cossacks. The latter have their head- 
quarters at Kubei, close on the frontier. Military 
action on the part of Russia is believed to be in- 
evitable, and an order to march into Roumania is 
expected as soon as the weather permits. At 
present, any movement of the army is impossible.” 

Vienna, March 14.—The Presse publishes a let- 
ter from Jassy giving the detailed ordre de battaille 
of the mobilized portion of the Russian army, 
both in Europe and the Caucasus. It says the con- 
centration and organization is so far ready that the 
forces may take the ficld at any moment. The 
south army comprises an active operating army of 
four corps d’armee, having an effective strength of 
144,000 men, 32,800 horses, and 432 field guns. 
The coast army, with 72,000 men, 16,400 horses, 
and 216 guns, and three corps d'urmee in the Cau- 
casus, reckoned at an effective strength of 120,000 
men, 25,000 horses, and 352 guns. This fully cor- 
responds to the war material as systematized by the 
organization of 1874. 

ISLANDS OF THE DRINA. 

Loxpox, March 14.—The Belgrade correspond- 
ent of the Tunes states that the Turkish command- 
er has been ordered to withdraw from the islands 
of the Drina, the occupation of which recently 
caused contention with Servia. 

THE BRITISH CABINET. 

The Post, ina leader based apparently on au- 
thority, says: The Eastern question is not to 
be settled inan hour. The public, therefore, will 
not be surprised to learn that the Cabinet Council 
of yesterday is to be followed by another and per- 
haps many more. As mattera stand there is a very 
fair prospect of an arrangement which will meet 
the exigencies of the situation, and if certain cau- 
tion is exercised in coming to a final determina- 
tion on all important words an@ records, there is 
no room for any pretense of a hitch having oc- 
curred. 


MONTENBGRO’S DEMAND. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, March 14.—The Turkish Gov- 
ernment is unwilling to take the responsibility of 
deciding upon the Montenegrin demands, and will 
submit them toa grand council, which must be 
summoned for the purpose, or to Parliament, which 
meets on Monday next. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, 3 14. —Foregn represent - 
atives, particularly the British Charge d' Affaires, 
are endeavoring to effect an arrangement between 
the Porte and the Montenegro delegates, but the 
latter are only disposed to make slight concessions, 
provided the Porte concedes their principal de- 
mands. 

AUSTRIA’S POSITION. 

Prern, March 14.—In the Lower House of the 
Hungarian Diet to-day, the Servian Deputy Polit 
interrogated the Government respecting the recent 
students’ demonstrations and the Austro-Hungary's 
attitude on the Eastern question. Count De Tizaa, 
President of the Council of Ministers, replied that 
the etudents’ demonstrations lt not compromise 
the foreign policy of the Monarchy, and ought not 
to create discontent in the Sclavonic population. 
The Government considers itits duty to strive for 
the preservation of peace and the amelioration of 
the condition of the Christians in Turkey. The 
Government will protect Austria’s interests under 
all circumstances against any one aseailing them. 

THE MONTENEGRIN QUESTION. 

Sr. Perersst'ne, March 14.—The Prince of Mon- 
tenegro does not intend to participate in the course 
of the negotiations with the Porte, but is resolved, 
should they prove fruitless, to withdraw into the 
national strongholds of the country, and defend 
his present positions. Public opinion in Russia 
regards the solution of the question pending be- 
tween Montenegro and Turkey as a necessary pre- 
liminary to any arrangements between the Powers. 

THE ENGLISH CABINET COUNCIL.

SERVIA.

Despotovich has resigned his commission in the 
Servian army and will stay in Bosnia as Commander- 
in-Chief of the insurgents. It is oflicially announced 
that new bands of insurgents are continually ap- 
pearing in the Banjaluka and Bisatch districts. 
Several zhousand Kedifls have been sent against 
them. 

LATEST. 

The Russian telegraphic agency states that there 
is reason to believe that Engiand is beginning to 
show herself disposed to render accord possible. 

The Tunes Berlin correspondent says the treaty 
between Great Britain and Kerath has occasioned 
very bitter comments in the Russian journals. 

A Paris correspondent of the 7imes remarks that 
it is strange that at the very moment when there is 
at least a chance for an arrangement of the Eastern 
question the news from Constantinople is becom- 
ing less and less reassuring, 

The Vienna correspondent of the Times reports 
that various doubts have arisen which have con- 
siderably dampened the sanguine expectations of 
peace which were entertained on the first news of 
the protocol proposed. It is searcely to be expect- 
ed that Turkey would accept disarmament in the 
form which is binding for her and quite optional 
for Russia. 

The mes correspondent at Berlin says there is 
no doubt of the general correctness of the article 
in the Moscow Gazeife, which declares that Gen. 
Ignatieff, while at Berlin, was informed that, in 
the event of a Russo-Turkish war, Germany would 
not object to declare that Russia was acting for 
her, and would strive to induce the other Powers 
to do the same.

BRAZIL. 
SPEECH OF THE PRINCESS REGENT AT THE OPEN- 
ING OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 

Avaeust AND Most Wortsay REPRESENTATIVES OF 
THe Nation: The meeting of the General Assem- 
bly after the long period during which the nation 
remained deprived of the concourse of your intel- 
lects augments the public rejoicing which this 
solemnity ever awakens. In the execution, for the 
second time during a temporary absence of my au- 
gustand beloved father, the Emperor, I have the 
pleasure to expose to you the joy I feel at finding 
myself in the midst of the representatives of the 
nation. 

Their Majesties have not suffered in their valu- 
able health, and my loved mother, the Empress, 
has almost entirely recovered from the ailments 
which were the chief reason of the trip they have 
undertaken. 

You will participate, I do not doubt, in the inti- 
mate emotion with which I announce to you that 
God was pleased to bless my union with the birth 
of the Prince of Grao Para, a double pledge of my 
domestic happiness and of the stability of our 
political institutions. 

The sanitary condition of the metropolis and 
provinces is satisfactory. The Government has 
adopted the measure at its command to cope with 
the epidemic which, during the first months of last 
year, attackea some of the cities on the seacoast: 
and, to prevent its reappearance, fuller ones will 
devend upon your enlightened aid. 

Public order nas remained unchanged. Indi- 
vidual safety, however, requires the revision of 
the laws in the direction of more efficacious guar- 
antees of the citizens’ rights. And, although the 
administration of justice has been improved by the 
late reform, it needs further meassures and the 


modifications of others whose inconveniences have 
appeared in practice. 

he expression of the popular vote had com- 
plete freedom in the execution of the new law 
regulating electoral proceedings, and public or- 
der was not distur in the course of the elec- 
tion, —one or two cases of excess or violence being 
derived rather from private disputes than from 
undue intervention of the depositarics of author- 
ity. But you will examine whether the provisions 
of the law are sufficient to insure the desirable 
and possible purity of the elections,—the ground- 
work of the representative system. 

The work of enlisting for military service was on 
the point of conclusion, but no drawing for army 
and navy contingencies.was made. The law, 
though in its execution encountering some difii- 
culties explicable by incorrect knowledge. of the 
principle of equality which it adopts, is producing 
beneficial results, and for the frst time the ranks 
of the army have been completed by volunteers 
coming forward in great numbers. 

Public instruction continues to receive the great- 
est solicitude of the Government. In the munici- 
pality of Rio schools of the secund degree bare been 
established, and the normal schools intended for 
the preparation of teachers for the primary schools 
of beth sexes, will soon be opened. In the prov- 
inces the branch of service shows evident progress, 
— however, by the lack of means at their dis- 
posal. 

You have granted assistauce to the material im- 
provements they have undertaken, and any ex- 
penditure you authorize to aid that great element 
of civilization, their schools, will be as justified. 

The construction of the Dom Pedro II., Bahia, 
and Pernambuco Railways is going on, and ere 
long commencement will be given to that of S. Pe- 
dro do Rio Grande doSul. Some of the provincial 
ones are likewise in progress, but the precarious 
state of peace in Europe has contributed to embar-

Railways and other voted works require outlays 
which cannot be met by the ordinary receipts 
alone, and aa it would not rudent to make large 
use of the resources of credit it will be well to at- 
tend only to those improvements which cannot be 
laid over. 
Our relations with the other States are friendly. 
The conventions have been concluded and promul- 
gated, —a postal one with Great Britain, and a con- 
sular one with the Kingdom of Portugal. 
On the 3d of February, 1876, — of peace, 
bounds, and commerce were concluded, with the 
assistance of the Braziban Plenipotentiary, be- 
tween the Arxentine and Paraguayan Republics, in 
accordance with the terms of the agreement Nov.

They, like the 
Secretary of the Treasury, the Committee of 
Ways and Means, and the members of 
Congress who created the United States 
legal-tender, can tolerate it only as a 
military necessity, like the shedding of 
} human blood. As war approaches, gold and 
silver begin to be hoarded; war makes a gap in 
the circulation that must be artificially filled ; 
in the second place, the expenses of war can be 
met in the present state of fiscal science only by 
borrowing; and, when a nation’s existence is 
threatened, a forced loan is often the only one 
that is practicable. Whether the best or the 
cheapest, in the end, the easiest form of forced 
loan is the issue of irredeemable paper. In this 
way Italy got 907,000,000 francs for the prosecu- 
tion of the war with Austria. To obtain this 
sum by the sale of bonds—the Italian 5 per cent 
was then quoted at would have made 
an iuterest-bearing deht of 1, 176,000,000 


voters. In the United States we have 
on an average two regular elections every year: 
and in the course of four years there is a polit- 
icai revolution accomplished at the ballot-box, 
in which every officer from Constable to Presi- 
dent is cliosen,—some of those officers chosen 
several times within that term of four years. 
In the State of Illinois there are annual elec- 
tions, at which some 2,800 officers are elected ; in 
addition, there are perhaps 600 elected biennially, 
and this number is tncreased still more at the 
quadrennial elections. Substantially the same 
thing occurs in all the other States. A people 
who are thus indoctrinated with the theory of 
wholesale elections as often as possible will not 
probably listen to this philosophical method, 
wholly inapplicable and impracticable to any 
form of election in this country. 
It may be accepted as a fixed fact that no 
amendment can be made to the Constitution 
which will deprive the States of their weight in 
the choice of President resulting from the Sen- 
atorial representation, or that any amendment 
can be adopted which will take from the States 
a specific number of votes for President. Five 
of the New England States have a population 
entitling them to seventeen Representatives in 
Congress. They are, however, entitled to twen- 
ty-seven votes for President, while Illinois, with 
nineteen Representatives, has but twenty-one 
votes for President. This incident of the State 
organizations wil] never be surrendered, nor can 
itever be abolished, and this precludes, shuts 
out of possibility any such thing as the election 
of President by the aggregate popular vote of 
the country. While there is general dissatis- 
faction with the machinery of the Electoral Col- 
lege, and its abolishment would be accepted 
without regret, still the apportionment to each 
State of a particular number of Electoral votes 
will always be insisted upon, especially b¥ ail 
the Southern States. The only plan yet 
devised by which the Electoral College 
may be dispensed with, and yet retain 
for each State its proportionate number ot 
votes for President, is that proposed by Mr. 
BUckALxw, of Pennsylvania, which provides 
that the voters of cach State shall vote directly 
for President, and that the Electoral vote to 
which the State is entitled shall be awarded to 
the candidates in the proportion that the popu- 
lar vote given to each shall bear to the whole 
vote of the State. 
This plan, though fully practicable, has some 
disadvantages which render it imperfect, and 
this leaves as the only other plan that of Sen- 
ator Morton, under which the Electors in 
each State shall be chosen, two by the people at 
large, and the others by Congressional districts. 
This plan, as originally proposed, retained the 
appointment of Electors, but Mr. Morton has 
since then, we believe, reached the conclusion 
that the machinery of the Electors is wholly 
unnecessary. The voters in each district can 
vote directly for President and Vice-President, 
and the candidate having a majority in that dis- 
trict will be credited with one vote, and who- 
ever had the majority in the whole State would be 
credited with the two votes at large. The most 
serious objection to this plan is, that partisan 
majorities in the State Legislature may 80 
apportion the Congressional districts as 
to give an undue number of districts 
to the party controlling the Legislature. This 
is frequently found to be true in the matter of 
electing Congressmen, but nevertheless, taking 
the country all through, the average is about 
the same. Whatever advantages are enjoyed by

Moreover, partisan apportionments are a very 
uncertain game.

We elect the House of 
Representatives by this system as the fairest 
that can be devised, after a long experience, and 
the votes for President might be as securely and 
safely determined by the same machinery. It is 
to be hoped that Congress, fully apprised of the 
dangers of the present system, will at an early 
date mature some reform in the manner of 
electing President. 


PAPEK-MONEY IN EUROPE. 
The latest experiments in Europe in irredeem- 
able paper-money are rapidly sketched by 
Victor Bonnet, the well-known French politi- 
cal economist, in a recent number of the evue 
des Deux Hondas. M. Bonnet’s article is based 
on a report made to the Italian Government by 
a Parliamentary Commission composed of 
MinGHeETTI, once Minister of Finance, and an 
Italian authority in political economy, and 
FINAL, a former Minister of Agriculture and 
Commerce. ADAM SmiTH ounce said that a 
nation might as wel! go to war with paper guns as 
with paper money. The monetary facts of the his- 
tory of Europe since his day show that the stroug- 
est temptations to use forced and irredeem- 
able currencies have come in time of war. 
In the Continental wars waged by England from 
1797 to 1819, paper-money was used, and the re- 
sumption of specie-payments was not accom- 
plished till 1821. Russia fought the Allies with 
paper guns in 1854 and 1855 in the Crimea, and, 
in M. BonneEtT’s opinion, will be compelled to re- 
sort again to the same expensive expedient if 
war breaks out between her and Turkey. The 
failure last fall of the attempt to place on the 
Bourses of Europe a Russian loan of 300,000,000 
rubles makes it certain that neither the Rorus- 
CHILDS nor any of their fellow-capitalists will 
advance Russia any money. The irredeemable 
currency Austria still has dates from the war 
with Italy and France in 1859, and was swelled 
by the war with Germany in 1866. That of Italy 
was created in the latter year, and 
still exists to perplex its Parliament and politi- 
cal economists. The “blood-stained” green- 
back was the next illustration of the paver- 
money tendencies of war; France, in its war 
with Germany, gave another instance,; and the 
latest was the spectacle of Turkey fighting 
with paper-money against Servia and Monte- 
negro. The methods of emission have varied 
considerably. In Italy and Austria there has 
been a mixed system of issue by the banks and 
the State. All the paper- money of Russia has 
emanated, whether from banks or the Treasury, 
indorsed by the Government. France is almost 
the only country using irredeemable paper- 
money in which the Government has not been 
a direct issuer of it. Of course the Bank of 
France issued the paper under the authority 
of the Government, and td procure the Gov- 
ernment the loans it needed to carry on 
the war; but the distinction between the 
Government and the Bank is not an unmeaning 
one. It has leit the management of the finances 
ot the country to a large extent in the hands of 
the Bank, and Victor Bonner well says that.

VICE-PRESIDENT WHEELER. 

The new departure of the President in decid- 
ing to invite and admit the Vice-President to the 
Cabinet councils is not only a mark of honor to 
Mr. WHEELER, but it will prove of great im- 
portance in carrying out the measures of the 
Administration.

THE CAMERON FAMILY. 
Some years ago the Legislature of Pennsylva- 
nia created a new county and called it Cameron. 
That the name of the State has not been changed 
to Cameron is due, perhaps, to the reverence of 
old Simon for the memory of Wlan Prxx. 
Perhaps no man in this country has ever ob- 
tained such an overshadowing control of a State 
as that exercised so long by Simon CAMERON. 
He began political life as the editor of a Demo- 
cratic newspaper, first at Doylestown and after- 
ward at Harrisburg, but that field was too small 
forhim. He became a banker, engaging at the 
same time in railroad and other enterprises, in 
all of which, it may be said to his credit as a 
skillful operator, he never lost anything, but 
laid the foundations of his present fortune. In 
1845 he induced the Legislature to elect him to 
the United States Senate to fill a va- *

This is the 
nearest approach to inheritable honors that has 
occurred in Américan politics. It is a common 
thing for some of the proprietary families in 
England to have the younger sons of the family 
elected to Partiament from boroughs controlled 
by them. The selection of his son to succeed 
bim in the Senate, and the unanimous obedience 
of the Legislature to the selection, shows the 
proprietary power exercised by the venerable 
Simon CamERON over the State of Pennsylvania. 
There have been hard things said and published 
concerning Simon Cameron, but through his 
long life, and all his bitter personal and politi- 
cal contests and struggles, he has been able to 
obtain from the Legislatures of Pennsylvania 
anything and everything which he asked or re- 
quired. Itis not probable, however, that the 
powers of the Camzrons will survive the 
founder of the family. He owes his success to 
his peculiar gifts, and when he shall pass off 
the stage it is not probable that the Legislature 
will remain in the control of the family.

PROMISES AND PERFORMANCZS.

the question of removal from and appointments 
to office, not solely upon reference to the wishes 
of Congressmen or Senators, but upon the ap- 
plication of the test of fitness for the place. 
The recommendations made by Congressmen 
are geverally not placed upon even as higha 
plane as services to the party, but upon the 
selfish and narrow consideration of partisan 
and caucus services rendered and to 
be rendered to the individual member. 
Recommendations of such a _ character 
have hitherto been so potential that 
the great majority of the offices have been filled 
at the dictation of these members by their 
personal friends and adherents. Fitness for 
the position has been a secondary con- 
sideration,—;ersonal subserviency has been 
the first. This system, if thoroughly broken 
up, will do more toward purifying the public 
service than any other one method of reform. 
The point which President Hares has thus at 
the outset assailed is the citadel of political 
corruption. If he carries that, the outposts fall 
with it. It is precisely here that he most needs 
popular support. He should at once receive it, 
and a vigorous expression of public opinion sus- 
taining bim will not only strengthen his hands, 
but will lead all those from whom any serious 
trouble may be expected to accept the situation 
gracefully. Such a reform will not weaken the 
party. It will strengthen and perpetuate it.

I feel sure that 
could these thousands foresee the danger, the 
toil, the sacrifices they must endure, they would 
seck fortune and home in some more genial 
clime.

INCOMPARABLY GREATER INDUCEMENTS 
to the settler, especially the farmer and me- 
chanic, that I am at a loss to know why its rich 
lands are not more rapidly taken up, and can 
only ascribe it to that stubbornness of popular 
opinion which in the East still regards California 
as a great mining camp, the chief population 
red-shirted miners, and its principal products, 
other than gold and silver, picturesque moun- 
tains and mammoth trees, where the cost of 
living is excessively high, and society but little 
removed from the semi-barbarous.

The first two look 
after their large real estate, stock, and banking 
interests in San- Francisco; the others superin- 
tend their mines, mills, forests, and large water 
interests in Nevada. The aggregate property 
in esse of the four gentlemen exceeds $100,000, - 
000, and it is increasing at the rate of $25,000,000 
perannum. It is pretty evenly divided between 
them, Mr. Mackey perhaps having a little more 
than the others. Their money has probably af- 
forded them some consolation when tried by 
newspaper adversity, but their conscious in- 
tegrity bas stood them in still better stead. So 
to all well-meaning persons they would, of 
course, prefer to be understood and appreciated 
than to be totally misrepresented. 
THE ATTACKS UPON THEM 
have been anomalous in the history of mining 
management on this coast. Here are four men 
who have developed the richest mines ever 
known in the United States, given employment 
directly and indirectly to many thousand peo- 
ple, brought boundiess wealth to hundreds, 
competence to thousands, touched all about 
them with the wand of Fortunatus, and yet have 
received scant thanks for their beneficence. 
They have the only realiy rich mines on the 
coast, though others of considerable richness 
are in prospect. They have distributed in divi- 
dends nearly $40,000,000. While this has been 
going on, millions upon millious have been spent 
by speculators in sinking useless holes in the 
ground in search of ore never to be discovered; 
millions more haye gone imto the pocke ts of 
mine manipulators, ostenSibly as necessary as- 
sessments; other millions have dropped quietly 
into the thievish pouches of poolers of worth- 
less stock, enhanced in price by systematic 
deceit, and then sold to the ignorant and unwary 
at high figures. This is the way things usually 
go in the stock market, and the persons guilty 
of sucn frauds, though their fraudu- 
lent practices are well known, are 
rarely exposed, never punished, and not 
really thought to have done anything 
wrong. A code of equity followed in practice 
nownere else, it is hoped, permits the only min- 
ing owners and managers who have ever dealt 
honestly by the stockholders associated with 
them to be tried by public opinion, arraigned 
by a portion of the press, only after a long 
period of abuse and misapprehension to be

Mr. Coleman is 
a native of Kentucky, though reared from boy- 
hood in St. Louis, where he had the advantage 
of a liberal education and practical business ex- 
perience, until, at the age of 22, he voluntarily 
chose the life of a pioneer.

esteemed by fashionin every civilized country 
on the globe. Nor is the difficulty of obtaining 
these much coveted furs sufficiently appreciated, 
I fear, by the fine ladies whom they protect from 
cold and invest with agrace beyond the power 
of any other garment in the whole range of 
fashion to equal. But the behests of the radiant 
goddess must be obeyed. Fickle Fashion seems 
to set the greatest store by that which is the 
most difficult to obtain, in which I find an addi- 
tiona] reason for the seal fur becoming so popu- 
lar the world over. 

Before speaking at length of the Alaska Com- 
mercial Company, in order to give vour readers 
an intelligent idea of the whole subject, 1 will 
state that

in considerable numbers are the Islands of St. 
Paul and St. George, in our recently-purchased

ON THE FIRST DISCOVERY OF THE ISLANDS OF 
ST. PAUL AND sr. GEORGE, 


they were found to be inhabited during summer 
by inaumerable fur seal, which were taken in 
great numbers by early adventurers, and by 
indiscriminate slaughter these animals were al- 
most exterminated. The Russian Government, 
with remarkable prescience, then established a 
system of protection, through the Russian- 
American Company, which took charge of those 
fisheries more than eighty years ago, and by 
careful nursing and intelligeot management 
increased the number of seals to millions, and 
in 1867, upon the acquisition of Alaska by the 
United States, these fisheries were the most ex- 
tensive upon the globe. In the South Sea Isl- 
ands and other haunts of these animals they had 
been almost exterminated, being under no Gov- 
ernment protection. Profiting by the example 
of the Russian Government, 

CONGRESS IN 1870 
passed a law entitled An act to prevent the 
extermination of fur-bearing animals in Alaska.“ 
which has resulted to the benefit not only of the 
seals, but tothe native inhabitants of the islands 
and to the Government, whereby revenue has 
been received already from the two islands of 
St. Paul and St. George alone equal to about 
one-third of the $7,200,000 purchase money paid 
for all Alaska. 

As above stated, at the time the Territory was 
ceded to the United States, the Russian-Ameri- 
can Company had alease of the islands of St. 
Paul and St. George, giving them the exclusive 
rigbt to take seals on those islands, without re- 
striction as to number, or direction as to the 
method of taking. With the transfer of the 
islands the franchise of this company ceased. A 
Mr. H. M. Hutchtnson, of this city, thereupon 
proceeded to Alaska and purchased of the Kus- 
sian-American Company all its goods, chattels. 
houses, vessels, etc., which they had employed 
in seal-killing. He organized the firm on 

HUTCHINSON, KOUL & co., 
who obtained a special permit from the Secreta- 
ry of the Treasury and continued the business 
of seal-killing under the protection of the Gov- 
ernment until Congress should provide some 
other and better method of protecting the in- 
dustrv. 

Tne act of 1870 provides that the Islands of 
Saint George and Saint Paul shall be leased t o 


_proper and responsible parties at a rental not 


less than $50,009 per annum, and a revenue tax 
of not less than $2 upon each fur seal-s kin 
taken aud shipped from the islands during t he 
lease ; aud further provides for the care and pro- 
tection of the seals, and the welfare of the na- 
tives of the seal islands, andthe authorization 
of a contract for twenty years by which the ex- 
clusive privilege of taking seals should be 
granted, limiting the number, howeyer, to be 
taken each year from the two islands at 100.000. 
On the 8th of July, 1870, the Secretary of the 
Treasury advertised for proposals fur the lease. 
There were several competitors, but of the 
number the Alaska Commercial Company alone 
filled all the requirements as to 
RESPONSIBILITY, EXPERIENCE, AND ABILITY 
to execute the contract, and it accordingly re- 
ceived the franchise. for which it pays $55,000 
yearly rental, and a tax of $2.624¢ on each and 
every seal-skin taken and shipped.

The report conciudes as follows: 

That the supposed profits of the Company 
should excite the covetousness of others a 
course to be ex disappointed bidder 
for the contract naturally feels aggrieved, and 
to his persevering efforts may be traced all the 
complaints that have been made; and yet, when 
this person was examined in his own behalf, he 
failed to state any facts which could weaken a 
confidencein theintegrity with which the lessces 
had performea their agreement. He did im- 
pugn the official integrity of Mr. Boutwell as 
Secretary of the Treasury, in making the lease, 
but failed altogether to state or present any 
evidence which was justly susceptible of a con- 
clusion that Mr. Boutwell was influenced by 
corrupt or improper motives. The Committee 
refer to the testimony as conclusive on these 
»oints. They have examined every witness to 
be procured, whom it was supposed essed, 
or alleged to possess, any knowl which 
would enable them to reach everything apper- 
taining to this investigation, and have 2 
all the records and public documents within 
their reach. 

‘‘In conclusion, they concur in the opinion 
that the lease with the Alaska Commercial 
Company was made in pursuance of tie law; 
that it was made in the interest of the United States 
and properly granted to the Alaska Commercial 
Company; that the interest of the United States 
was properly protected in all the requirements 
of the law, and that the lessees have faithfully 
compried with their part of the contract.’ 

And the Committee reported the following 
resolution, which was adopted by the House: 

Resolved, That, in the opinion of this House. 
there is no just ground of complaint against the 
Alaska Commercial Company or the officers of the 
Government who were intrusted under the law 
with the power to make, and see to the perform- 
ance of, the lease aforesaid, and that it is entitled 
to the enjoyment of the franchise so long as it 
faithfully performs all the requirements and stipu- 
lations of the law and contract under which it 
holds its rights, and so long as the act shall remain 
in force. ' 

But, in my opinion, 

EVEN MORE CONCLUSIVE BVIDENCE 

of the wisdom of the law granting the exclusive 
right of seal-fishing on those islands, under cer- 
tain restrictions,to a single company, and of the 
good — of Secretary Bout well in leasing 
the islands to this great corporation, is seen in 
the vast revenue accruing annually to our Ciov- 
ernment, compared with what the Russian Gov- 
ernment receives from its seal islands, and in the 
greatly improved condition of the natives of the 
islands and protection given to the seals. These 
facts I have = from the official reports of 
the Russian Government, the published state- 
ments of special Treasury agents dispatched by 
the late Secretary Bristow, and from conversa- 
tions with scientific gentlemen and sea Captains 
who have been many times on the islands of 
St. Paul and St. George both before and since 
thev were leased to the Company. 

Until quite recently so little was known about 

THE TERRITORY OF ALASKA 
that when the proposition to purchase it was be- 
tore Congress it met with strenuous opposition, 
as will be remembered, chiefly on aceount of the 
alleged barrenness and worthlessness of the 
country to be acquired. Russia had not been 
able to derive sufficient revenue from it to pay 
the expenses of maintaining its official author- 
ity, and seemed anxious to let it go at any 
price. Secretary Seward was riddled with the 
shafts of newspaper sarcasm, and most of the 
friends of the project favored it for the su;- 
posed political value uu might have in the re- 
mote future, rather than for the revenue possi- 
ble to be derived from it. Now we all know 
that Southern Coast Alaska is not the barren 
waste of rock and ice it was represented; on 
the contrary, that it has a much more equable 
and higher mean temperature than Chicago, 
and, while not adapted to the wth of all 
cereals, is capable, nevertheless, of sustaining a 
large population from its own unaided re- 
sources. The thermometer rarely falls lower 
than 10 degres Fahrenheit, and never lower 
than 3 degrees or 5 degrees.

It may be 
ceaturies before the vast undeveloped agricul- 
tural and mineral resources of Alaska are 
brought into requisition, but when the present 
densely inhabited portions wish to unload, Alas- 
ka will take hundreds of thousands. 
ST. PAUL AND sr. GEORGE. 

St. Paul's Island, the larger of the two, is 
thirteen miles long with an average width of six 
miles, and a superficial area of about thirty-three 
square miles. This is the most favored resort of 
the furseal. St. George Island is about ten miles 
long by four in width, with an area of about 
twenty-seven square miles. On thetwo islands, 
it is estimated, same 4,000,000 seais make their 
home in summer months,—from April to No- 
vember. The rest of the year they spend in the 
uafathomed waters of the great ocean. 

Upon the two islands reside 365 natives. 
Aleuts, who appear to be an amalgamation of 
Russian, Japanese, and Kamtchadale blood. 
They speak Russian, and are devoutly attached 
to the Russo-Greek Church, are very polite and 
civil, not quarrelsome, quite intelligent, and 
most remarkably fond of whisky. Under the 
Russian Government little or no effort was made 
to protect or educate them. They lived in holes 
dug in the ground and roofed over with the 
drift-wood which finds its way to the island, sub- 
sisting chiefly upon scal-meat and whisky, and 
with little attention given to their mental and 
moral improvement. Under such unfavorabie 
circumstance it is no wonder that disease grad- 
ually decimated their number, even in that 
healthy climate, threatening the speedy ex- 
termination of the islands’ population. 

CARE OF THE BATIVES. 

The lease of the Alaska Commercial Com- 
pany requires that Company to furnish, free of 
charge, annually, during the continuance of the 
lease, to the inhabitants of the islands. 25,000 
dried salmon, sixty cords firewood, a sufficient 
quantity of salt, and a sufficient number of bar- 
rels for preserving the necessary supply of 
meat.“ This is done.

The Coaneny 
paves them 40 cents apiece for each seal-skin 
taken, and, as about 100,000 are taken annually, 
they have a total yearly meome from this 
source alone of about $40.000. There wants 
being simple and their necessities few, and all 
being amply provided for, there is no rea- 
son why they are not happy. The only 
thing they want that they do not get, 
except as p 1 by a physician, 
is whisky. Like Rip Van Winkle, they are 
doubtless “better mitout it.” The Alaska 
Commercial Company disproves the popular 
assertion that corporations have no souls. It 
has gone far beyond its contract obligations. 
and its labor and liberal expenditures in behalf 
of this small band of Aleuts are highly credita- 
ble to the Christianity and generosity of the 
officers. In return the 8 receives more 
int lligent and cheerful | , and the un- 
bounded gratitude of the islanders who, con- 
trasting their pitiable condition under the Rus- 
sian Government with their present ag i | 
and independence. would not exchange bac 
again at any price. The Company, in further- 
ance of its kindly policy, acts as a kind of sav- 
ings institution for the islanders, receiving 
their surplus earnings in trust and paying 8 per 
cent interest thereou. During the past seven 
years they have accumulated about 000, 
which the Company now holds in trust for 
them.

of this coast, I have found none which more 
aptly illustrates the independent position of 
California commercially than does the institu- 
tion named above. While we of the East have 
been compelled, by the force of circumstances, 
to endure a fictitious paper currency during the 
past fifteen years, California has adhered to 
gold values and a solid circulating medium. 
The Golden State is so far separated from the 
populous East, so fuli of resources of energy 
and ideas, that it is in the very nature of things 
that its people shall build up an empire here 
which, while we shall ever hope to claim it as a 
part of the great whole, must nevertheless pos- 
sess all of the elements of life and development 
within itself, and grow more and more inde- 
pendent of the East. 

The California Sugar Refinery, since 

ITS ESTABLISHMENT i 1867, 

has been able, nearly or quite, to supply the 
people of the coast with sugar at prices uni- 
formly ranging lower than the same grades of 
Eastern sugars put down in San Francisco. 
Drawing their supply of raw material pretty 
much from the same sources, it is not claimed 
that the California establishment has any ad- 
vantage over Eastern refineries in respect to 
quality or facilities of manufacture. Indeed, in 
the latter respect, more especially on account of 
cheaper. labor, it is likely that Eastern refiners 
have the advantage in their hands. 

But the grades of sugar and sirup being sub- 
stantially the same, the principal saving to con- 
sumers here lies in the item of freight. And 
this, as the reader must know, even in these 
days of steam, and notwithstanding the railroad 
from ocean to ocean, is no inconsiderable per- 
centage added to the cost. 

About the time the California Refinery was 
started three others were built, only one of 
which, with the California, now remains in 
active operation, owing I presume to the in- 
creased facilities of the establishment named, 
and its other advantages of capital and experi- 
en From the very elaborate and carefully-

a great extent ignoring the law, dark grades of 
China, Swatow, and Formosa; indeed, actual- 
ly compelling importers to ship one 
invoice of this description to New York and to 
return another to Hong Kong. The California 
Refinery has purchased 

ABOUT ONE-HALF OF THIS YEAR'S CROP 
of the Sandwich Islands, I am told. 

It is predicted for the present season that, with 
an abundant product of sugars in the Pacific 
Ocean countries, and with the free admission of 
the Sandwich Island product, it can hardly seem 
probable that any supplies can, hereafter, re ach 
this coast from the Atlantic border, with the tax 
of one and a half cents per pound freight. unless 
similar untoward circumstances as those of last 
year occur again to cut off needed stock from 
the refineries. 

THE EXPORT TRADE, 
while not as yet forming a very important fea- 
ture, promises nevertheless inthe not remote 
ſuture to be of the first importance. The Cal. 
fornia Mefinery has shipped considerable to 
China, Japan, Victoria, Central America, and 
Peru. and the demand from those countries for 
the pruducts of civilization are continually on 
the increase. Since the removal of duties from 
Hawaiian sugars, itis likely that British Co- 
lumbia will take its supply frum here, instead of 
importing direct, as it has doue heretofore to 
some extent. The great value to this city of 
the sugar-refining industry and of the trade in 
refined sugars with the islands and the great 
cou ntries beyond the Pacific cannot be foretold, 
but must certainly in time rank among the first 


of its commercial interests.

*IT is DIFFICULT TO SAY 

whether this firm is more widely known as 
millionaire merchants whose business connec- 
tions reach out over half a continent, or as 
pioneer railroad builders to whose energy. 
ability, and wealth is largely due the existence 
to-day of the great inter-oceanic line which 
spans the Continent. To my Eastern readers 
doubtless the senior members are best known 
through their convection with the construction 
aud management of the Central Pacific Railroad 
system, and, if I have pursued my inquiries 
more especially into their mercantile experience, 
it is because I believe the public more curjous 
about the means by which they attained success 
than about the great results achieved. For I 
have always thought the incidents that make up a 
business life.—the hopes, disappointments, re- 
verses, and success,—could they be portrayed to | 
the world as they actually exist in the heart and 
mina of the individual, would make a drama of 
the most thrilling interest. I have no intention 
of constructing a play or romance out of the 
facts before me concerning these men, but I 
will leave it to the reader to judge whether 
their determined, enterprising spirit is not the 
stuff heroes are made of. But, fortunately for 
the country, though perhaps unfortunately for 
their renown, their energies were directed 
toward the building of arailroad and the devel- 
opment of an empire, instead of the destruc- 
tiof of human life and property. 

Like most of the prominent men of Califor- 
nia, C. P. Huntington and Mark Hopkins are

The former is from Oswego County, New York, 
and the latter from Lockport, same State. I 
should judge them now to be just past 60 years 
of age, still robust in health, and possessed of 
undiminished energy. They made their journey 
round the Horn. Arrived at Sacramento, 
their capital did not sbow up largely in dollars 
and cents, and they found varied 

for the first few months, thereby, besides gain- 
ing a livelihood, accumulating enough to war- 
rapt their embarking in business in a small way 
in the beginning of 52. They chose the hard- 
ware trade, in which both had some little expe- 
rience, being among the first to engage in‘ that 
business in California. Their trade was princi- 
pally with miners. From a very small be- 
ginning their business gradually grew as 
the population increased and the country 
was developed. Shelf hardware succeeded 
to miners’ supplics, and, as the wants of 
the people increased, one line after another was 
added, until their stock embraced everything to 
be found in any hardware establishment in the 
States. Even at that early date the policy of 
the firm was to procure the best goods to be 
had and tosell at areasonable profit. It was 
not long before the house of Huntington &

then a plain wooden structure. Here twenty 
years ago, when the possibility of a railroad 
across the continent was first discussed, used to 
gather the parties most sanguiue of the realiza- 
tion of that hope.

SrrineFiecy, III., March 14.—For the first time 
ince the memorable days of 1863 has the Senate of 
Illinois resolved itself into an executive session, 
and never before that had a dominant party sought 
to perpetuate itself by means of an executive ses- 
sion.

In the afternoon the Rowett South Park investi- 
gation resolujions with the Senate amendments 
came up in the House for concurrence in the amend- 
ments. : 

Messrs. Easton, Hopkins, Smith of Cook, Roche, 
and Voes, all of whom voted for the original, and 
who to-day voted for the resolutions, vainly en- 
deapored to offer an amendment to limit the ex- 
penses of the Committee to the ordinary per diem 
of members during its session, but Mr Rowett 
moved the previous question, and would allow no 
amendment or debate, and the resolutions were 
passed. 

Mr. Easton entered a motion to reconsider, in or- 
der to offer the amendmént referred to. The mo- 
tion was tabled. Mr. Easton then moved to recon- 
sider the vote on the motionto table. The Chair 
ruled Mr. Easton's motion out of order, and so the 
matter was closed. 

THE REVENUE LAW. 

Mr. Easton introduced a bill amending the Rev- 
enue law, as suggested by Comptro'ler Farwell, of 
Chicago, so as to allow warrants upon the City 
Treasurer to be used in paying city taxes. 

The bill for collection of tax judgments, where 
part of the levy or assessment was set aside, was 
made the special order on third reading for next 
Wednesday. 

THE TAX BILL. 

The Cook County House delegation held a meet- 
ing this afternoon to agree upon action with refer- 
ence to the Anthony Tax bill. Messrs. Kedzie, 
Easton, Dunn, Wentworth, and Sherman agreed to 
invite Frank Adame, and such other lawyers as 
they deem proper, to consult as to the constitu- 
tional objections being urged against the bill. The 
object is, if possible, to harmonize the entire del- 
egation on the bill. 

ABOLITION. 

The abotion of the Railroad 
Commission was discussed at length this afternoon 
upon the merits of a substitute providing for the 
abolition of the present Board and the transfer of 
its duties to the Governor, Secretary of State, and 
Attorney General. Pending the discussion the 
House adjourned. 

IN THE SENATE. 

Mr. Riddle's bill providing for the election of 
City Treasurer and Pity Attorney biennially, and 
that no person shall be elected Treasurer for two 
terms in succession, was passed, and now goes to 
the House.

DOCTORS’ DOINGS. 


Demand for a State Board of Medical Ex- 
aminers to Stop the Slaughter. 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 

Cnicaeo, March 13.—The bill introduced by 
Senator Joslyn in the State Senate to regulate the 
practice of medicine in the State of Illinois has 
created no inconsiderable amount of comment 
among those informed on that subject, and is likely 
to throw some light upon the present status of the 
medical profession in this country. It turns out, 
upon eyidence called forth, that some at least of 


. 

the Hedical colleges included and named in the 
as standard institutions are so far from it 
that some of them have Professorships occa- 
pied by men who have had neither a 
medical education, diploma, nor an adequate 
preparation, or even 3 common-school edu- 
cation. Some of these poor ignoramuses 
have to teach without any compensation, and are 
insome cases required, in addition, to each take 
the responsibility of a part of the indebtedness of 
their college building. It is a notortous fact that 
there is not a medical college in this city that pays 
its Professors. Some of these standard colleges 
have offered to graduate men who have never 
studied medicine if they would attend their college 
two or three months, thus getting the identical 
legalized diploma which Senator Joslyn so particu- 

larly specifies. 

It is unquestionably true that the standard of 
medical education has been reduced within the last 
fifty vears very far below what it should be. This 
has been the result of defective legislation on the 
subject of medical education. If a ring or com- 
pany of men could get a charter to start a medical 
college, then they were at liberty to make as much 
of a sham of it as they chose, and, in 
the competition for students and selling dipiomas 
without restrictions, the whole American Conti 
nent has become a burying-ground for those who 
have on this account met au untimely death. The 
hospitals are mostly usurped by rings, whose in- 
competency and cruelty are too horrible to relate. 
Each college yn a clique around it composed 
of the seif-styled fessors and those who will 
ret on bended knees to them, start a medica! 
journal so as to have the power of the press, gob- 
ble all the positions the combined force can obtain, 
and turn out as many graduates as possible, who, 
in their turn, forthe short and easy road to the 
parchment, are required to remember their alma 
mater. 

Just now, when all America is tumbling to 
quackery, it behooves every honest man to unite 
with the few who are endeavoring to elevate the 
standard of medical education required by those 
who practice this responsible art. Vast hordes of 
= dle are laid in their-silent tombs; thousands of 

usbands and wives, fathers, mothers, and their 
dear children, are thus forever separated by the 
present defect in the laws of the land. The rem- 
edy is easy. Let the Legislature authorize a 
State Board of Medical Examiners, to con- 
sist of one physician from each county, 
who shall make affidavit to a proper 
and thorough discharge of their duty as such. The 
Board should be provided with a clerk. It should 
be the duty of this Board of Examiners to examine 
every applicant very thoroughly on the fandament- 
al branches, as anatomy, physiology. hygiene, 
chemistry, materia medica, pathology, the con- 
dition, symptoms, and signs in the different dis- 
eases and injuries, and how theee conditions are 
best managed. As tothe difference in the methods 
of practice of the different schools, itis mostly 
besh,—a trick,—and could be provided for easily. 
They should confer the degrees upon graduates of 
colleges in this State, their teachers being deemed 
unquatified from their being interested, past his- 
tory having shown them to be too easily corrupted. 
The number of deaths that occur annually from 
malpractice alone, in this State, can, at the pres- 
ent time, be counted by legions. 5. 8.

Hunters, Trappers, and Miners---How They Live, 
and the Perils They Encounter. 


Special Correspondence ef The Tribune. 
Cantowment Rewo, Powder River, Feb. 24,— 
The hitherto oppressive quiet of this cantonment 
has just been very pleasantly ruffled by the arrival 
from Fort Laramie of Maj. George M. Randall, 
Twenty-third Infantry. Readers of Tas Tamuns 
have already beer informed of the mission of the 
Chief Spotted-Tail and 200 followers to the Crazy- 
orse village.—a mission inaugurated from Spot- 


A ted-Tail Agency on the 11th inst. This being the 


nearest military station to the hostile camp, it was 
determined upon by rook as the point of 
rendezvous for Spotted-Tafl or his runners. Maj. 
Randall was accordingly sent hither to confer with 
representatives of the hostiles, or to forward to 
the Department Commander sach information re- 
garding their intentions as may be received from 
Spotted-Tail. It yet lacks two or three days of the 
time when the wished-for tidings can come. Of 
course the officers and men composing that little 
encampment are atthe very top-notch of anxiety 
to have the matter decided, to positively know 
whether the hostiles are coming to ask for peace, 
or whether they will absolutely refuse overtures, 
In the former event the war will be practically 
ended, and their worse than campaign life will be 
changed for that of the comfortable garrison ; in the 
latter, all well know that an expedition will enter 
the field at once. 
THE MODERN CANTONMENT. 

At this Btag@of the Sioux war, Eastern people 
may be interested in knowing what a modern can- 
tonment is, and how people exist within its pre- 
cincts. The locationof a cantonment is notice- 
able for a number of inevitable features. It is 
placed just as far from military posts and civiliza- 
tion generally as it can be, as necessity doesn’t 
call for the storage and guarding of supplies any- 
where else. It is dumped down in solitude as 
primeval as possible, because Indians prefer living 
in such places. If a murky, alkali stream, like 
Powder River, happens to flow by, and if the eve 
can alone sweep a broad expanse of stunted sage- 
brush, so mach the better. The sigh of relief a 
soldier will breathe when he pulls up stakes to 
leave such a place, and his never afterward daring 


to yearn for anything better than regular garrison 


or field service, are all undoubtedly calculated 
upon. Itis built as roughly as backwoods style 
can make it,

fina year or two, and part of a soldier's education 


is, that he must burn things 3 clean when he 
leaves camp. Then, too, the Government can 
build a cantonment when it can't bufid anything 
else, for soldiers’ labor does it. This particular 
one consists of about thirty log huts grouped to 
form a hollow square, located on the west bank of 
Powder River, and distant from the nearest mili- 
tary fort ninety miles, or from the railroad 240 
miles. Huge cottonwood logs, with crevices 
‘*chinked” with mud, form the sides, while poles 
covered with a good layer of earth answer as roof- 
ing. Each hut is about twenty feet square, and 
has one door and two small windows; but there is 
no such thing as a floor in the cantonment. A —— 
heating stove is allowed to each apartment. Aside 


from this, the furniture usually consists 
of plain ‘‘bunks,” with mattress and a 
few blankete ; three or four sec 


tions of logs sawed off the right length for stools; 
or at best a — 24 and the lid of a ‘*hard- 
tack bo nailed upon a stake for table or wash- 
stand. Each officer is allowed one of these rooms. 
while a dozen men are crowded into every but of 
the same size. Three or four officers club together 
asa mess, and have a small cook-house, where 
game and canned vegetables are the principal arti- 
cles of diet. The soldiers fare pretty much the 
same in this respect. The cutting and hauling of 
the logs and the building of the quarters were all 
done by the troops, and the cost to Uncle Sam was 
confined almost wholly to a few cheap doors 
and windows. Aside from the ve, there 
is one of the largest and best 
store-houses in the department. 250 by 22 feet 
in dimensions,—a neat log hospital, which, three 
days after its foundation was laid, received and 
rovided for a dozen or more of the men wounded 
n Gen. Crook's last battle; commodious cellars 
for the protection of articles affected by cold; 
post-office, bakery, blacksmith-shop, stables, etc. 
All were constructed in a little over a month. If 
not elegant or marvels of convenience, these 
buildings are certamly conducive to d solid 
comfort when mercury Freezes and the terrible 
storms sweep down from the Powder-River Range. 
But they tell us some reasons why 
CANTONMENT-LIFE IN WINTER 
in these Northern wilds is simply 1 to 
any ordinary being. How long a certain battalion 
is to be stationed here. isa thing no man can find 
out, or even approximate. Consequently every- 
thing is unsettled, and the first thing you notice 
upon arriving is a general don't-care and slip- 
snod manner, which, instead of leading to im- 
provement, drives ple farther down hill each 
succeeding day. Officers who have families and 
all their effects at some of the forts are compelled 
to.keep up two establishments, and suffer double 
expense without comfort, because they are usually 
unwilling to bring a lady and children toa place 
of so much uncertainty and so much privation. 
There is only one lady here, the wife of — 
Ferris; and the devotion of such a woman can well 
be imagined after reading these details. Mails 
have been coming once or twice a month, as a 
chance supply-train came this way. I am also 
told thateven the Paymaster has not even been 
here for nearly four months. Reading papers a 
month from the press, talking over the reduction 
of the army and its expenses (a cheerful subject 
under the circumstances), playing chese or whist, 
and hunting game—which is only plentifal a dozen 
miles off—at the risk of losing their scalps, are the 
principal modes of diversion among officers and 
men. Some man without the fear of an enraged 
soldier before his eyes, wrote a letter from Llinois 
and addressed it 
** CAMP CONTENTMENT, 

Wyoming! Of course it came here, and as the 
envelope was exposed to public view, there are just 
four compantes of infantry that would contribute a 
month's pay to get sight of the sender. 

Maj. Edwin Pollock, Ninth Infantry, is in com- 
mand here. His force consists of Company E, of 
the Ninth, and Companies B. R. and I. of the 
Fourth Infantry. Although designed wholly ae a 
supply-camp, the quantity of forage and rations 
now here scarcely exceeds that always in store at 
a four-company post. Should field-operations 
continue, however, thie will be a most important 
depot. and inactivity will soon — way to the hum

OPENING OF THE BIG-HORN REGION. 
to exploration and settlement. About fifty bun- 
ters, trappers, and miners have been hanging 
around the Cantonment all winter, in the hope that 
the Indian problem would be settled toa enfiicient 
extent by spring to enable them to penetrate the 
Northwestern wilderness with some degree of 
safety. The nearest point of the Big-Horn Range 
is only about forty miles distant, while the reputed 
old region is only twenty-five miles further. 
‘hese impatient adventurers are principally from 
Montana, and, by their queer existence and man- 
ner, more than ever exemplifyi the miseries 
man will endure for gold. Only a short time ago, 
six men of this character were rescued from an al- 
most certain death by Maj. Randall as he was 
coming acrosss the country from Montana. The 
— ctors in question left Deadwood, in the 
slack Hilis, a week before, with four or five pack- 
animale carrying provisions and mining utensils. 
They have determined upon exploring the Rosebud 
and Panther Mountaina, which lay 300 miles from 
their starting point. Resaing the gauntlet of all 
the Indian bands roaming over the country, they 
finally entered the Panther Mountains at a point 
midway between the source and mouth of Tongue 
River. They had only been there a day or two 
whena large band of Indians attacked them at 
night as they were lying asleep. Two of the party 
were badly wounded,—one having no less than 
four bullet-holes through body and limbs, —and all 
were well satisfied to get away with the scanty 
clothing upon their persons. Striking for the 
Big-Horn Mountain, without food, biankets, or 
animals, they floundered through terrible snow- 
storms for three days. The wounded men were 
helped along as best they could be, but none bad 4 
mouthfal of food. hen Maj. Randall found 
them, the snow was nearly two feet — intense 
cold prevailed, the men were all badly frezen, 
nearly starved, and just about 
READY TO LAY DOWN AND DIE. 

The Major gave his own horses to the woanded 
men, and quickly brought them a distance of sixty 
miles to thie hospitable camp. By close atten- 
tion, Dr. Le Compte saved the lives of all the men, 
and, only a few days „the last one left his little 
log hospital. Five of the party have already scat- 
tered out over the — ey in spite of their recent 
terrible warning, and, in an interview with the 
sixth man yesterday, I learn that he intends push 
ing out into the Big-Horn Mountains with the ad- 
vance guard of prospectors in the spring. 

Four miners, whose names I cannot learn, left 
here six weeks with thirty days visions, 
fora point near the western base of Cloud Peak. 
They are also in search of the gold-diggings said to 
be in that vicinity. Nothing has been heard from 
them since their departure, and there is reason to 
believe that they have fallen victims toetorm, star- 
vation, or Indian atrocity.

MOVEMENTS OF THE INDIANS. 

From data received before our departure from 
Fort Laramie, it is pretty certain that Sitting-Bull, 
with his small remnant of thirty lodges, is by this 
time with Crazy-Horee. The village is about 125 
miles frum here, and consists of 600 or 800 lodges, 
—this comprising about the entire force of hostiles 
in the field. 

Our sentinels reported seeing signal-smokes in 
the vicinity of Pumpkin Buttea, twenty-five miles 
distant, two days ago. Whether these came from 
Spotted-Tail’s e band, or were of use and im - 
port only to the hostiles, remains to be seen.

A °CUTE OPERATION. 

Prrtssune, March 14.—A well-planned and skill - 
fully-executed express robbery was perpetrated in 
this city last night. Supt. Bingham, of the Ex- 
press Company, gave the following particulars this 
evening: Yesterday afternoon, when the Buffalo 
express reached Brady's Bend, a telegram was 
handed Thomas Bingham, the express messenger, 
which instructed him to transfer his packages to 
J. H. Brooks at Templeton and return to Park 
er's Landing and wait orders. This was dated 
Pittsburg, and signed by George Bingham, Super- 
intendent. Templeton 1s a small station on 
the Allegheny Valley Railroad, fifty miles 
from this city. The Buffalo express south 
and the train going north meet there and stop for 
supper. On the arrival of the train at Templeton a 
man stepped into the express car and told Measen- 
ger Bingham,,be was ordered to relieve him and 
take his run to Pittsburg. Mr. Bingham asked him 
tor his instructions. He produced a telegram. ad- 
dressed J. H. Brooks, instructing Brooks to re- 
lieve Bingham at Templeton, and bring the express 
matter to Pittsburg. This was also signed Geo 
Bingham, Superintendent. Bingham, after 
transfer to Brooks, took the north train to Parker's, 
and Brooks came to this city in charge of the 
cxpresscar. At the depot in this city his goods 
were checked off correctly, and he got into a wagon 
with the driver to deliver the goods and report at 
the general office on Fifth avenue. The robbery 
was committed in the wagon between the depot 
and office. He jumped from the wagon unnoticed 
oe driver when less than half a square from the 
office. The safe was found open, and money-pack- 
ages amounting to $4, 000 were missing when deliv- 
ered at the office. Brooks cut the railroad tele- 
graph wire this side of Templeton and drew the 
wire into a watch- house there. With a pocket in- 
strument he sent the bogus messages which oper- 


ated so successfully.

THE RAILROADS. 


PASSENGER RATES ADVANCED. 

The enterprise of the St. Louis press has just 
been exhibited again to a startling degree. The 
General Ticket and Passenger Agents’ Association 
of America held its annual meeting in that one- 
horse town a day or two ago. It was a large and 
influential gathering, and in Chicago their proceed- 
ings would have occupied considerable space in the 
daily papers. The St. Louis papers, however, 
were content with a few stickfuls of slush of no 
earthly interest to any one, and this stuff was tele- 
grap by the Associated Press all over the coun- 
try. Judging by the press dispatches and the ac- 
counts contained in the St. Louis papers, it was the 
most uninteresting and tamest convention 
ever held. And yet it was the most 
numerously- attended and one of the most 
interesting meetings ever held by the Association. 
The St. Louis papers and press reporters will un- 
doubtediy be surprised to learn that the Conven- 
tion bas raised the passenger rates to the East from 
all pointe in the West, and that the new rates go 
into effect to-day. The rate for limited tickets 
from Chicago to New York was advanced from $18 
to $20, and the rate from St. Louis was raised from 
$21 to $23. The rate from Chicago to Boston has 
been fixed at $21. A similar advance has been 
made to all Eastern points. This action necessi- 
tated a great deal of work as the rates from all 
Western points had to be revised, and this was the 
reason why the Convention remained in session 
several days. It occasions much surprise that an 
advance was made at this time, as the passenger 
business has been very dull during the last few 
months, and a raise will not stimulate travel very 
much. but what creates most surprise is that the 
$20-rate was not made’unlimited. The fact that 
this rate is still limited indicates that the railroads 
have not yet reached bottom, and that a still 
further advance will be made sooner or later. 
Those General Passenger and Freight Agents who 
have already returned from the village on the 
other end of the bridge say that it is the intention 
to continue the sale of limited tickets altogether, 
and advance the unlimited tickets, which are now 
$22 from Chicago to New York, to as high a figure 
as the local rates will allow, which will make the 
unlimited rate a little over $23. Unlimited 
tickets, it is claimed, are bought only ay Se scalp- 
ers for speculation. Those who have iness tn 
the East will have ample time to get to New York 
in five days, and therefore the limited tickets will 
suit their 2 just as well. None but 
scalpers will therefore be hurt by an advance in the 
rate of unlimited tickets. It seems, however, that 
the principal object of the railroads in advancing 
both limited and unlimited tickets is to be the bet- 
ter enabled hereafter to go back to the oid rate, 
which was $22 from Chicago to New York, without 
engendering much ill-feeling and ition on the 
part of the public. It is the general opinion that 
the $20 rate should be made unlimited. The times 
are hard, and everything has declined in value, and 
there is no reason why the railroads should con- 
tinue te charge as high a rate now as they did when 
everything was inflated. At $20 from to 
New York the raliroads will make a fair and 
to make it higher than that will be more

' RESH-MEAT SHIPMENTS. ™ 

It is a well-known fact that the cattle which are 
shipped from the West for Eastern consumption 
lose much of their value in transportation. Each 
head, it is calculated, loses from fifty to sixty 
ponnds in weight before it arrives at its destina- 
tion. During the last year experiments have been 
made in the way of shipping the fresh meat instead 
of the cattle. which promise great success. The 
traffic in this article has been steadily increasing, 
and some of the Western roads now do a good bus- 
iness in this line. The Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy Railroad is now bringing here 
from three to four car-loads of fresh meat 
a day whith has been killed at Pueblo, Col. This 
road uses ordinary cars fixed up for this purpose, 
and cooled with ice. The meat arrives here fn 
tolerably good condition, yet not in such as it is 
desirable it should be. Refrigerator-cars had been 
used on this line, but it was found that they serve 
the purpose no better than ordinary cars. Mr. C. 
W. Smith, the General Freight Agent of this 
road, says that if some cars can be constructed in 
which fresh meat can be shipped at the Far West 
and brought here in as good and dry condition as 
when it was put in the cara, the problem of getting 
good and wholesome meat in Eastern markets will 
have been solved. Much progress in the construc- 
tion of refrigerator cars has been made during the 
last year. and Mr. Ayers, of this city, is construct- 
ing some now which he thinke will fill the bill. 
The Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific and the Chi- 
cago, Alton & St. Louis Railroads are now bring 
ing here from wont? to thirty car-loads of fresh 
meat from cattle killed at Kansas City, Mo. This 
meat is being shipped in refrigerator-care, and 
goes direct to New York and Boston. When it ar- 
rives here it is usually in excellent condition, but 
how it is when it reaches its destination could not 
be learned: bat, judging from the fact that the 
shipments are continually increasing, it must reach 
there in tolerably good condition. 

There is a gentleman who lives near the Sta 
line in Indiana who claims to have solved the prob- 
lem of shipping the fresh meat instead of the 
cattle. He kills a large number of cattle every 
month, all the meat of which he ships | 
to Eastern cities, where he finds ready sale for it 
and obtains better prices than he would for the live 
stock. He first pute the fresh meat in a cellar kept 
at a certain temperature, where it remains until! it 
is in a proper condition for shipment.
